Whatever clse the trio) ilus- 
trates, it is not, I belleve, this, 
ond, although the contrary Is 
widely considered to be the case, 
Dr Fairfield is also, I believe, 
mistaken in considering that ‘in 
practice the difference between 
mental deficiency. and Insanity 
is such as to malo diMcult, per- 
haps with some verbal modlifica- 
tion, the application of the 
Mnaughten Ri . 


Mental wenkness er disorder, 
whether congenital or acquired, 
is always to some cxtont a 
matter of degree, and this is 


- particularily so in tho case of 


mental deficiency. 


On the other hand, legal dis- 
tinetions must always sct up, 
more of less definitely, rigid 
categories, based on real or 
arbitrary | differences of - kind, 
ond expressed as abstract 
principles of law. 


This, and not any difference 
of opinion os to the facts, is 
the true basis of the debate 
between medicine and jurispru- 
dence tn the matter of Insanity. 


Judge's duty 


The doctor approaches the 
matter primarily a3 a sctentlst, 
anxious to discover the absolute 
truth, however complex. The 
judge approaches the same 
matter as a man charged with 
a practical duty to society, com- 
pelled by the nature of his office 
to apply a working principle, 
with a view to a definite con- 
clusion, however dim and incom- 
plate the state of scientific 
knowledge at any given time. 


In erlminal trials, the judge's 
approach Is further modificd by 
the necessity to xpress this 
principle in language intelligible 
to every member of a jury of 
twelve, with oa reasonable pros- 
pect cf Its conscientious applica- 
tion by this useful, but somewhat 
unsubtle, tribunal. 


The necessity for trial by jury 
eenders it inevitable that the 
test of criminal responsibility ot 
that stage of the inquiry should 

a mon krows what 


wrongful act. 


But since this is at best an 
imperfect test, ft ig nocessity 
and rticularly in cap'tal 
cases, that trial by Jury should 
be followed by a scientific in- 
quiry . whose results, together 
with cther - motters, | are 
embodied in the decision of the 
Home Scerctary.
